Site  of  Mohawk  'First  Castle  ’’Explored  by  Monk

WASHINGTON- The  site  of  the  stockaded 
Indian  town  which  waa  the  gateway  to  much 
of  the  Interior  of  North  America  during  the 
middle  of  the  17th  century  now  haa  been 
almost  completely  uncovered 

It  waa  the  Mohawk  village  of  Caughna- 
waga — "At  the  Rapids"— the  "First  Castle” 
of  the  Iroquois  west  of  the  Hudson,  where 
Dutch  and  English  traders  and  missionaries 
made  some  of  their  first  contacts  with  the 
people  of  the  Five  Nations.  It  stood  directly 
In  the  pathway  of  the  fur  trade  with  the 
west.  The  village  Itaelf  has  not  existed  for 
more  than  2$0  year*. 

Some  year*  ago  the  Franciscan  Order 
obtained  title  to  the  land  on  which,  historic 
records  showed,  the  "First  Casrie"  stood.  If 
w»»  the  childhood  home  and  sits  at  the 


conversion  of  the  now  beatified  Kaieri  Tega- 
qultha,  the  Mohawk  girl  who  now  is  well 
on  her  way  toward  Catholic  sainthood. 
Eventually  a shrine  probably  will  be  ratal* 
lished  there. 

After  several  years  of  intensive  study  of 
the  estate  of  140  acre*  some  of  whose 
fields  had  been  ploughed  year  after  year 
for  more  than  a century,  while  others  were 
overgrown  with  brush  and  woodland-  the 
Rev  Thomas  Grossman  was  able,  from  sur 
face  Indications,  to  determine  the  exact  site 
of  the  Indian  town.  He  since  has  removed  the 
topeoll  down  to  an  underlying  layer  of 
yellow  sand. 

There  he  found  what  might  be  considered 
an  exact  map  of  the  old  wttlement.  outlined 
by  the  Impress  Inna  of  stake  holes.  Thus, 
through  whai  probably  to  the  moat  laborious 
archaeological  work  yet  devoted  to  an  Iro- 
quois site  he  has  been  able  to  reconstruct 
the  ground  plan  ol  the  entire  "First  Castle." 


The  village  covered  approximately  two 
hilltop  acres  near  the  present  village  of 
Fonda,  on  the  northern  hank  of  the  Mohawk 
River  about  30  miles  west  of  Albany.  It 
was  surrounded  by  a double  line  of  stakes. 
15  feet  high  and  from  2*>  to  6 Inches  In 
diameter. 

These  stakes  stood  contiguous  to  each 
other,  forming  a nearly  solid  wall.  Pointed 
end*  apparently  were  driven  into  the  soil 
about  two  feet. 

Father  Graasman  could  find  no  evidence 
that  the  soil  had  been  disturbed,  as  would 
have  been  the  case  If  postholes  had  been 
dug.  A total  of  3,341  stakes,  the  Impressions 
In  the  noil  show.- made  up  this  stockade 
Through  It  ware  three  gate*,  each  about 
three  feet  wide  There  Is  no  evidence  as  to 
how  they  were  constructed 
Ju*t  Inside  the  wall  waa  a vacant  strip 
from  20  to  30  feet  wide,  entirely  surrounding 
ihe  village  The  meson  for  this.  It  can  be 


assumed,  was  to  protect  the  house*  from 
firebrands  tossed  over  the  wall.  There  waa 
a considerable  likelihood  that  these  would 
hit  In  the  empty  strip,  rather  than  on  the 
roof* 

The  village  itaelf  constated  of  five  Long 
Houses,  the  peculiar  form  of  Mohawk  archi- 
tecture. Four  were  uaed  aa  dwelling*. 

The  filth,  somewhat  larger  than  the 
others,  and  located  In  the  centre,  was  the 
council  house,  which  could  be  considered  as 
a combined  church,  community  house  and 
town  hall.  The  dwelling  houses  were  snout 
6B  feet  long  and  a little  more  than  21  feet 
wide. 

In  one  of  them  three  circles  of  blackened 
soil  Indicate  that  thla  particular  building 
sheltered  three  families  with  their  separate 
hearth  fire*.

Abolition  of  Bible-Kissing  Urged  by  Lawyers 


A committee  resolution  dealing  with  the  problem  was 
referred  back  for  re-drafting  and  submission  to  the  associa- 
tion's B.C.  council  before  being  sent  to  the  national  meeting 
in  Quebec. 

The  resolution  asked  that  parliament  grant  “to  courts 
In  those  provinces  which  desire  It,  except  the  courts  In  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  power  to  dissolve  marriages  upon  fhe 
following  grounds  tin  addition  to  those  already  available*: 

"Desertion  wtthouy  cause  for  at  least  three  years; 
cruelty,  and  incurable  insanity  requiring  care  and  treatment 
for  five  years." 

Many  lawyers  feared  that  the  resolution  presented, 
which  stipulated  there  should  be  no  change  In  Quebec  s 
divorce  laws,  might  prove  offensive  to  that  province. 

It  was  felt,  also,  that  the  section  dealing  with  insanity

The  B.C.  section  of  the  Canadian  Bar  Association  meet 
ing  here  yesterday  approved  a resolution  urging  enactment 
of  legislation  abolishing  the  procedure  for  court  witnesses 
taking  oath.

The  firm,  established  in  1875  by  the  late  W.  J.  Pen- 
dray  to  make  soap,  was  switched  over  entirely  to 
paint  production  at  the  turn  of  the  century.  The 
founder's  son,  J.  C.  Pendray,  is  now  president. 

BAPCO  is  the  larger  of  two  Victoria  firms  mak- 
ing paint.  The  other  Is  the  Haida  Paint  Co.  Fred 
Manning,  vice-president  of  -BAPCO.  took  me  around 
the  plant  the  other  day  and  introduced  me  to  some 
of  the  150  men  and  women  who  work  in  the  olanL 
One  hundred  more  work  all  over  Western  Canada, 
marketing  the  paint.  There  are  sales  branches  in 
Vancouver,  Calgary,  Edmonton  and  Regina,  but  this 
is  the  only  factory.  It  is  the  largest  paint  factory 
west  of  Toronto  and  north  of  San  Francisco. 

You  can  order  a custom-made  paint  from  a 
paint  factory  as  you  order  a custom-made  suit  from 
a tailor.  Some  of  the  6,000  special  painty  are  merely 
special  colors,  such  as  the  particular  yellow  demanded 
bv  a Vancouver  tractor  firm  for  re-painting  jobs. 
Others  have  special  properties  Barnacle-resistant 
paints  for  sea  use;  mold-resistant  paints  for  damp 
places  like  breweries  and  dairies;  lead-free  paints 
for  industrial  plants,  where  hydrogen  sulphide  would 
turn  leaded  paints  black. 

In  drying  speed,  paint  products  range  all  the 
way  from  lacquer,  which  dries  within  half  an  hour, 
to  a special  marine  paint  which  never  dries.  The 
latter  contlins  vaseline.  It  Is  used  for  the  pontoons 
of  floating  drydocks.  which  are  re- painted  only  at 
long  intervals.  Then,  workmen  merely  scrape  off 
the  vaseline  paint,  seaweed  and  all. 

♦ * e 

BAPCO  makes  about  2,000  gallons  of  varnish. 
4,000  gallons  of  paint  and  1,500  gallons  of  lacquer 
a dav.  The  bulk  of  the  varnish  goes  into  paint. 

Rat  Lawson,  chief  varnish-maker,  has  been  with 
the  company  for  50  years.  He  showed  me  the  black 
200-gallon  kettles  in  which  varnish  Is  made  by  boiling 
resins  In  oil.  Formerly  natural  resins  were  used,  but 
now  most  are  synthetic.  Among  the  few  natural 
resins  still  used  are  kauri  from  Australia  and  damar 
fram  Malaya. 

Much  varnish  goes  Into  wall  paints  and  enamels, 
partly  to  give  needed  gloss.  For  outside  paints,  the 
"vehicle,"  or  liquid  which  carries  the  pigment,  is 
largely  linseed  oil  Instead  of  varnish. 

In  the  mixing-room,  men  In  overalls  were  dump- 
ing white  powder  In  big  vats.  The  powder  was  titan- 
ium. used  in  some  paints  for  "hiding"  qualities — 
ability  to  cover  a surface.  With  the  titanium  went 
oil  and  coloring  matter;  some  bright  red.  some  bright 
blue. 

Paint  "slurry"  Is  mixed  and  piped  down  another 
floor  to  be  ground  between  stainless  steel  rollers, 
which  distribute  the  nigments.  In  a different  process, 
all  ingredients  are  dumped  in  a "pebble  mill"  like  a 
chum.  The  mixture  is  ground  and  smoothed  by  a 
mass  of  round  pebbles  imported  from  Greenland  and 
Finland. 

Paint  mixture  flows  into  500-gallon  tinting  tanks. 
Here  comes  the  tricky  process  which  demands  high 
skill  from  the  paint  maker.  Tinter  Joe  Almond, 
assistant  superintendent  of  the  plant,  with  his  two 
assistant  tinters.  must  add  color  until  the  paint 
exnctjy  matches  a sample  of  the  same  paint  made 
before.  Thust  must  be  done  by  judgment  of  eye. 
The  tinter  can  only  make  the  paint  darker.  He  can 
no  more  lighten  it  than  a carpenter  can  replace  a 
sawn-off  pieee  of  wood.  * 

Why  can't  the  color  he  exactly  determined  by 
measured  ingredients?  Some  of  the  colors  are  mined 
from  the  earth,  and  they  vary  in  strength:  Umber, 
a brown  from  Cynrus;  sienna,  a dull  yellow-brown 
from  Italy;  red  oxides,  from  Spain.  Other  colors  are 
chemically  made. 

When  the  paint  Is  finished,  it  goes  to  the  filling 
machines  and  into  cans  marked  with  labels  from  the 
firm's  own  print  shop. 

Lacquer-maker  Ernie  Naylor  told  me  of  a prob- 
lem peculiar  to  his  department.  Lacquer  alone  con- 
tains alcohol.  A youth  employed  making  lacquer 
used  to  stay  behind  in  his  lunch  hour,  sniff  the  alcohol 
vats  and  come  out  staggering — a pastime  which  got 
him  fired  when  he  was  found  out.  The  lacquer 
department  has  a pleasant  smell,  as  of  girls*  nail- 
paint  It  is.  in  fact,  the  same  stuff,  made  with  nitro- 
cellulose cotton,  alcohol,  acetates,  and  castor  oil. 

Some  uses  for  lacquer:  Furniture,  bowling  pins, 
the  inside  of  marmalade  cans.  Paints  and  varnishes 
oxidize,  but  lacquer  evaporates.  That’s  why  it  dries 
so  fast. 

Chief  chemist  Angus  W.  McIntyre  and  helpers 
test  the  company's  and  competitors'  paints  and  s«ok 
Improvements.  In  one  laboratory  cabinet,  paints  are 
subjected  to  a year’s  "weather" ‘in  11  days.  Vicious 
rain  and  wind  whip  the  interior.  A carbon-arc  "sun" 
shines  at  5.000  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

Elsewhere,  paints  are  exposed  to  salt  spray,  deep 
freeze,  and  tests  of  color,  hardness,  consistency,  gloss, 
drying  time  and  hiding  power.  Panels  of  marine 
paint  are  tested  In  sea  w'Rter  from  a raft  at  Deep 
Cove.

1V1  to  advocate  special  courts  where 
Industrial  disputes  could  be  argued  before 
tribunals  devoted  to  the  interpretation  of 
all  enacted  legislation  bearing  on  the 
complex  and  diversified  issues  which  can 
arise  in  such  disputes.  Others  have  ad- 
vanced a similar  suggestion.  His  lord- 
ship's wealth  of  experience  In  public- 
affairs  and  on  the  beach,  however,  invests 
his  recent  remarks  with  more  than  ordi- 
nary interest.  In  an  age  of  specialization 
commonplace  remedies  do  not  always  till 
the  need.  The  whole  subject  is  one  of 
considerable  interest  in  these  times. 

As  the  distinguished  British  Columbia 
jurist  has  pointed  out.  any  separation  of 
Industrial  disputes  from  ordinary  legal 
process  would  have  to  attended  by  full 
provision  for  their  treatment  in  a com- 
plete circuit  of  their  own.  This  would 
involve  local,  provincial  and  national  fields 
of  jurisdiction,  with  the  normal  right  of 
appeal  up  to  one,  supreme  tribunal. 

In  favor  of  the  suggestion  might  lie 
argued  much  of  a relevant  and  pertinent 
nature.  Employment  relations  are  a com- 
plex and  rapidly  altering  study  in  .hem- 
selves.  ‘ The  provincial  and  federal  laws 
hearing  on  the  subjett  as  amended  from 
time  to  time  now  form  a considerable  body 
of  written  enactment,  in  a distinctly 
special  field.  If  separate  courts  were  con- 
stituted to  deal  with  industrial  disputes 
special  knowledge  would  be  applied  to  the 
solution  of  such  disagreements  by  those 


on  one  hand,  and  industrial  and  business 
practices  on  the  other.  The  function  of 
a labor  court,  one  takes  it,  would  tunda- 
mentally  be  the  same  as  that  of  any  other 
tribunal,  to  interpret  the  law  as  written 
and  all  men's  rights  in  that  connection. 

Similarly,  there  may  tie  some  thing* 
to  be  advanced  against  the  splitting  out 
of  one  department  of  human  relations 
'from  the  ordifiary  civil  process  of  the 
courts  as  they  stand.  I^txir  grievances 
at  times  are  contested  so  heatedly  that 
they  may,  and  sometimes  do,  involve  the 
common  law  rights  and  equity  of  others 
who  have  no  relation  whatever  to  the 
initial  cause  of  the  dispute. 

Some  care  would  need  to  be  taken  to 
see  that  creation  of  special  labor  courts 
did  not  take  away  from  the  far-reaching 
protection  of  all  laws  over  all  individuals. 
Wilful  damage  for  instance  done  during  a 
strike  can  be  redressed  in  the  existing 
courts  of  the  land.  Some  caution  would 
be  necessary  to  see  that  special  trial  pro- 
cess In  industrial  disnutes  did  not  in  time 
become  special  privilege  for  one  side  or 
for  the  other,  with  the  general  public  shut 
out.  Such  points  could,  perhaps,  lie 
solved  by  legislation  and  by  special  atten- 
tion in  the  creation  of  any  system  of 
tribunals  that  was  set  up.  This  would 
require  to  be  borne  in  mind,  however, 
because  the  law  must  remain  uniform  and 
the  same  for  all  individuals  if  its  operation 
is  to  be  effective. 


Open-Air  Swimming  Classes 


HAPPYLAND  Beach  at  Elk  Lake  will 
be  a busy  place  during  the  next  two 
months.  There  more  than  500  children 
between  the  ages  of  8 and  14  years  will 
he  learning  how-  to  swim  under  the  tuition 
of  expert  instructors  with  many  years’ 
experience  in  teaching  both  swimming 
and  life-saving. 

These  classes  have  been  organized 
tinder  the  sponsor-ship  of  the  Colonist  as 
a practical  means  of  reducing  the  tragic 
loss  of  young  lives  through  drowning 
which  occurs  in  almost  every  summer 
holiday  season.  They  have  the  further 
purpose  of  saving!  adult  lives  in  future 
years  by  providing  the  means  to  learn 
swimming  at  an  age  when  proficiency 
romes  easiest  and  most  naturally.  The 
classes  to  be  held  at  Happyland  Beach 
throughout  July  and  August  have  the 
added  advantage  of  providing  instruction 
under  natural  conditions  of  the  kind  chil- 
dren are  most  likely  to  encounter  at  picnic 


places  and  camping  resorts  during  the 
summer. 

Since  tuition  in  the  Colonist  swimming 
classes  is  free,  apart  from  a nominal 
charge  for  transportation  where  that  is 
required,  the  opportunity  to  learn  to  swim 
properly  is  open  to  ail  children  within 
the  prescribed  age  limits.  The  response 
from  children  and  parents  has  been  most 
encouraging.  It  is  ample  reward  for  all 
that  has  been  put  into  this  effort  to  give 
practical  expression  to  the  Colonist’s  oft- 
repeated  appeal  to  parents  not  to  allow 
their  children  to  grow  up  without  a work- 
ing knowledge  of  the  simple  means  of  safe- 
guarding their  lives  in  the  water. 

The  number  of  children  who  can  be 
accommodated  in  these  open-air  classes 
Is  not  limited,  but  for  organizing  pur- 
poses it  has  been  necessary  to  set  a lime 
limit  for  application:  to  join.  The  enroll- 
ment forms  included  in  this  issue  of  the 
Colonist  therefore  present  a final  oppor- 
tunity.

Sir.  — Mount  Everest's  exact  height  could 

easily  be  found  by  use  of  radar  and  *o  the  fusa 
about  light  refraction,  visibility  and  all  such 
related  trivia  could  he  relegated  to  the  p re- 
elect ronlc  age  where  It  belongs.  It  strikes  me 
as  rather  odd  that  none,  of  all  the  people  In- 
volved, have  thought  of  It  and  the  reason  I 
know  they  have  not  Is  because  If  they  had 
there  would  be  no  such  discussions  as  appear 
from  time  to  time,  one  or  which  I have  Just 
read  In  the  Colonial  of  June  23. 

Radar,  used  to  detect  objects  In  the  dark,  dur 
Ing  rainstorms  and  in  fog.  Is  even  employed 
to  seek  out  stars  which  are  beyond  the  power 
of  the  Mount  Palomar  200"  telescope.  The  radio 
frequency  waves  which  echo  back  from  such 
great  distances  give  two  Important  bits  of  In- 
formation: the  direction,  found  by  focusing  on 
the  object;  and  the  distance,  calculated  by 
measuring  the  time  taken  for  the  echo  to 
bounce  heck  to  the  cathode  ray  tube  where  It  la 
visible  on  a screen.  These  feats  are  performed 
dally  under  our  very  no *e*  by  all  the  armed 
forces'  radar  seta;  they  employ  them  to  find 
"bearings  and  ranges’*  of  targets. 

If  there  are  technicalities  In  the  way  of  era 
ploying  radar  usefully  they  are,  I am  sure. 
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not  as  great  as  the  present  difficulties  and  of 
course,  the  height  above  sea  level  would  be 
relative  to  the  point  of  observation. 

Hoping  this  solves  the  puzzle;  and  supposing 
it  has.  what  possible  use  Is  the  answer?  I,  for 
one,  would  never  try  to  fly  over  Mt.  Everest.

Sir,— In  your  editorial.  "Priced  Out  of 
Work''  June  24  you  state  the  loss  of  the 
CPR  train  ferry  contract  as  "the  inevitable 
effect  of  prevailing  wage  trends  In  Canada  ’’ 

Have  you  considered  the  effect  of  prevailing 
profit  trends  In  Canada?  According  to 
Charles  E.  Wilson  when  he  wax  president  of 
General  Motors  these  were  s greater  factor 
In  Inflation  than  were  wage  Increase*. 
According  to  the  Dominion  Bureau  of 
Statistic*  net  corporation  profits  In  1»1  were 
up  117%  over  1935.  while  gross  wages,  salary, 
and  supplementary  labor  income  Is  up  only 
HO* «.  Investment  Income  In  the  same  period 
is  up  328%. 

We  should  remember  that  53%  of  our  labor 
force  earns  leas  than  $2,000  per  year.  83% 
lesa  than  $3,000.  and  92%  less  than  $4,000. 
Fewer  than  2%  of  the  individuals  with  In- 
comes of  lower  than  $4,000  hold  one  or  more 
shares. 

Year  after  year  the  people  of  Canada  have 
been  told  that  prices  were  being  forced  up 

because  labor  was  demanding  higher  wage*. 
The  fallacy  of  this  spiral  Is  apparent  from 
the  rompartaon  of  labor  Income  and  Investment 
Income.  Labor  has  been  receiving  a smaller 
portion  of  what  we  produce  while  Li  vest  mem 
has  been  taking  more  and  more  Higher 
wage*,  salaries,  and  supplementary  income 
la  a factor,  but  a relatively  minor  factor,  in 
Inflation.

Island  Roads

MORE  than  50  years  ago,  accord- 
ing to  a Colonist  clipping  a 
friend  gave  me  recently,  a petition 
was  circulated  in  Victoria  and  signed 
by  many  citizens.  It  requested 
Mayor  Charles  Hayward  to  call  a 
public  meeting  for  the  purpose  uf 
discussing  the  construction  of  either 
a rail  or  wagon  road  to  the  northern 
end  of  Vancouver  Island.  Hnyor  Hay- 
ward complied,  and  there  was  a mass 
meeting  at  which  resolutions  were 
endorsed  asking  action  by  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  day. 

Since  then  interested  Island  groups 
have  done  much  resoluting  at  annual 
gatherings,  while  In  between  times 
meetings  along  the  same  lines  have 
been  held  In  many  Island  communi- 
ties seeking  road  links  with  other 
not-ao-lsolated  centres.  Those  meet- 
ings stressed  at  times,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  governments,  that  there  were 
no  earthly  reasons  why  the  agricul- 
tural and  Industrial  development  of 
the  Island  area \ south  of  Campbell 
River  and  east  of  the  E.  A N.  boun- 
dary line  tSheringham  Point  to 
Crown  Mountain),  could  not  be  dup- 
licated In  the  little  known  areas  be- 
yond that  boundary.

In  some  of  my  younger  year*  be- 
fore the  turn  of  the  century  I 
listened  to  more  than  one  old-timer 
recalling  agitations  which,  if  carried 
through,  would  have  meant  secession 
from  the  British  Columbia  connection 
and  Joining  the  United  States.  They 
held  that  the  "go-getting"  Yankees 
would  have  capitalized  on  climate 
and  visible  natural  resources,  making 
it  a great  playground  and  hive  of 
Industry. 

That  agitation  had  been  largely 
•tilled  when  the  Esquimau  A Na- 
naimo Railway  began  to  operate  and 
new  roadways  began  to  write  finis 
to  complaints  of  settlements  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  land  grant;  for 
beyond  It.  long  after  the  grant  was 
made,  there  existed  only  the  odd 
trading  post. 

Fifty  years  ago,  however,  while 
there  was  no  agitation  for  anything 
like  secession.  In  the  remote  parts 
of  the  Island  where  settlements  were 
In  the  making,  on*  could  still  hear  a 
lot  of  dissatisfaction  expressed  by 
settlers  who  had  hearkened  to  the 
promise*  of  road  connections  being 
completed  before  their  lands  were 
producing. 

Aware  of  what  government  and 
raitway  were  doing  for  the  benefit 
of  settlers  within  the  grant.  In  little 
settlements  along  the  west  coast  and 
the  top  of  the  Island,  pre-emptora 
were  sometimes  heard  to  say  it  was 
Just  too  bad  Robert  Dunsmuir  had 
rot  been  given  all  of  the  Island  for 
another  hundred  miles  of  railway. 
They  really  felt  that  the  Dunsmuir 
Interests  would  have  concentrated  on 
the  development  of  all  the  Island, 
even  to  Its  farthest  limits.

Maybe  It  is  better  as  It  La.  at  that, 
even  though  what  has  been  wrought 
within  the  land  belt  will  continue  to 
be  a monument  of  sorts  to  Robert 
Dunsmuir  and  associates,  as  well  as 
fh#  Canadian  Pacific,  successor  to  the 
Dunsmuir  holdings.

1 do  not  doubt  that  the  Ru*enberga 
were  guilty  of  espionage.  1 consulted 
two  eminent  ti  Lai  lawyers,  m the  lore- 
front  of  defenders  of  civil-liberty 
cases,  either  of  whom  would  certainly 
have  taken  a public  stand  had  he  be- 
lieved the  case  unsustained.  Both  be- 
lieved it  fairly  tried. 

Their  case  was  appealed  through 
all  the  eourt*  with  jurisdiction.  It 
came  before  Judge  Learned  Hand.  No 
man  on  an  American  bench  la  more 
humane,  and  none  a greater  stickler 
lor  the  finest  point*  of  law— it  was  he 
w'ho  released  Judith  Coplon.  It  went 
jepeatedly  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
only  at  the  last  moment  was  an  en- 
tirely new  angle  introduced  which  aix 
out  of  the  nine  Judges  ruled  its  with- 
out substance. 

• * * * 

Yet  It  Is  most  unhappy  that  the 
Rosenbergs  should  have  died  with 
two  eminent  Justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court  questioning  the  validity  of  the 
sentence  or  even  the  Indictment.  Al- 
though the  cane  dragged  out  there 
was  at  the  end,  It  seemed,  an  unfor- 
tunate element  of  haste.  The  dissent- 
ing opinion*  will  keep  the  case  alive. 
Thousand*  of  people  unable  to  Judge 
the  legal  point*  will  even  harden  in 
the  conviction  that  the  Rosenbergs 
were  innocent,  although  the  dissent- 
ing Justices  did  not  challenge  the  evi- 
dence that  they  were  spies. 

For  the  case  was  taken  out  of  th# 
courts.  Into  the  xtreets  and  assembly 
halls,  to  be  tried  before  "public  opin- 
ion.” It  was  with  this  that  I would 
have  nothing  to  do.  It  has  taken  cen- 
turies to  create  rouris  which  approx- 
imately shut  out  prejudice  for  or 
against  the  defendant;  isolate  Jurors; 
are  not  "people’s  tribunals." 

Maas  meeting,  pickets,  public  peti- 
tions are  all  attempts  to  substitute 
mob  trial  for  dispassionate  processes 
of  Justice.  They  are  of  the  essence  of 
lynch  law.  whether  the  aim  Is  lo 
acquit  or  to  condemn.

Just  last  week.  In  reading  the 
memoirs  of  L’pton  Sinclair,  I found 
his  account  of  the  Sacco- VanzeUi 
rase,  which  at  the  time  created  a 
greater  furor  than  the  Rosenbergs'. 

In  Boston  the* novelist  met  Fred  D. 
Moore,  who  had  been  for  seven  year* 
the  faithful  and  tireless  attorney  for 
Nicola  Sacco  and  Bartolomeo  Van- 
reftl.  accused  of  murder  In  an  attempt 
at  payroll  robbery 
Through  Moore,  Sinclair  met  Van- 
zrtu  In  prison,  "a  gentle  , . . dream- 
er." and  was  as  convinced  a*  were 
all  liberal*  that  the  Italians  were 
Innocent  and  being  railroaded  only 
for  their  radical  opinion*. 

After  their  exeurtlon.  which  horri- 
fied Sinclair,  and  which  he  Intended 
to  Incorporate  In  a story,  he  met 
their  attorney  again  In  Denver.  This 
lime  lie  was  amazed  to  hear  Moor* 
admit  hla  reluctant ' conclusion  that 
Sacco  and  Vanzettl  were  guilty. 

They  were  anarchists,  he  said, 
raising  funda  for  their  movement;  to 
steal  a payroll  wa*.  from  their  view- 
point. perfectly  honest;  their  ad  was 
sacrificial.  So.  within  their  own 
frame*  of  reference,  thqy  felt  them- 
selves Innocent  and  so  protested  lo 
• he  end.

5120.820.000  in  its  May  budget 
accounts,  boosting  the  total  for 
the  first  two  months  of  the 
1953-54  fiscal  year  to  5200,246.- 
000 

The  May  surplus,  however, 
was  down  $20,700,000  from 

5111.515.000  last  year  and  the 
two-month  total  was  down  540,-  j 
000.000  from  5241.129,000. 
Finance  Minister  Abbott  said  in 
Issuing  the  May  statement  of 
the  government's  financial  op-, 
era  t ions. 

"As  I have  pointed  out.  on 
many  past  occasions,  based  on 
long  years  of  experience,  the 
government’s  revenues  In  the 
earlier  months  of  each  fiscal 
year  are  always  large,  while  ex 
penditures  are  always  much 
more  heavily  concentrated  in 
the  later  months."  he  aald. 

"For  example,  a year  ago  our, 
surplus  in  the  first  two  months 
was  52 1 1 .000,000.  yet  we  ended 
the  year,  as  I announced  a few 
days  ago,  wtth  a • surplus  of 
only  $24,000,000. 

Both  revenues  and  expendi- 
tures were  higher  during  May 
than  a year  ago.  But  the  Jump 
in  spending  resulted  mainly 
from  the  Inclusion  of  Canada's 
annual  525.000.000  Colombo 
Plan  grant  In  the  May  accounts. 
Defense  spending,  which  had 
caused  Increases  In  previous 
months,  was  down.

With 
fitrawbeiTlca  there  should  not 
be  any  while,  green  or  hard 
black  tips.  Keep  berries  cool  and 
dry  until  they  are  to  be  used, 
but  be  sure  that  they  get  plenty 
of  air.  Do  not  pack  them  tightly 
into  a Jar.  The  home  economists 
suggest  storing  them  on  a tray 
or  shallow  pan.  This  will  avoid 
bruising.  Raspberries  need  only 
‘to  be  carefully  picked  over 
before  they  are  used  unless  they 
1 are  dirty.  Then,  of  course,  they 
; must  be  washed.  When  wash- 
ing. either  strawberries  or  rasp- 
berries, put  rtie  berries  In  a 
large  bowl  of  cold  water— with 
strawberries  wash  before  hull  , 
ing.  Let  the  sand  and  soil  sink] 
to  the  bottom,  then  lift  the 
berries  gently  from  the  water 
with  your  fingers  spread  apart  ( 
slightly  to  act  as  a strainer. 
Do  not  let  the  berries  stand 
in  the  water  long,  for  they  are 
apt  to  lose  their  color  and  flavor 
BF.RRY  DESSERTS

them.  If  you  want  twice  the 
amount  of  Jam  ,or  Jelly  that 
the  recipe  produces,  it’s  really 
more  convenient  and  surer  ~ 
to  make  single  batches.  Don't 
be  disturbed  if  the  amount  of 
sugar  called  for  sounds  rather 
generous.  Remember,  with  the 
short  boil  method,  there  is 
practically  no  km*  of  fruit  or 
juice.  You  get  up  to  half  as 
much  again  Jam  or  jelly  from 
the  same  amount  of  fruit; 
there  i*  no  more  sugar  per  Jar 
of  finished  Jam,  than  with  the 
old  fashioned  method. 

You  probably  know  that 
there  are  two  kinds  of  concen- 
trated fruit  pectin— liquid  pec- 
tin, and  powdered  pectin.  Each 
type  carries  Its  own  booklet  or 
leaflet  of  wonderful  recipes,  for 
all  your  favorite  fruits.  The 
recipes  aren't  Interchangeable 

but  you'll  get  marvellous  re- 
sult* with  either  type  of  pectin, 
If  you  follow  the  recipes  that 
have  been  developed  for  the 
pectin  you  use. 

SEALING  YOUK  JARS 

Of  course,  you'll  want  to  as 
sure  a complete  seal  for  those 
wonderful  glasses  of  Jam  and 
Jelly.  So  it’s  important  to  use 
new  wax  at  all  times,  for  okl 
wax  can  cause  spoilage. 

Be  sure  to  heat  the  wax  in 
a small  container  over  hot 
water- never  over  direct  heat. 
Use  an  old  coffee  pot.  or  small 
pan  with  pouring  spout,  or  a 
small  double  boiler  For  the 
best  seal,  pour  a 4-Inch  layer 
of  the  melted  wax  over  your 
Jam  or  Jelly  Immediately  it  is 
poured.

I don't  care 
much  for  a straight  sided 
hedge,  either.  The  only  really 
satisfactory  shape  for  a long- 
lasting  hedge  is  one  with  slop- 
ing sides,  wide  at  the  base  and 
narrow  at  the  top.  so  light  and 
air  can  reach  the  critical  base 
portion. 

Many  hedges,  particularly 
privet,  have  the  reputation  of 
robbing  the  soil  and  killing  off 
everything  near  them.  I don’t 
think  privet  is  any  worse  than 
any  other  shrub  In  this  respect, 
and  it  acquired  its  hungry 
reputation  because  we  neglect 
our  hedges  and  never  give  them 
food,  and  often  let  them  go 
short  of  water. 

Privet  Is  a great  forager,  and 
If  no  food  is  placed  in  Us 
natural  root  run.  the  roots  will 
push  on  until  they  find  ade- 
quate nutrition.  Lf  you  give 
your  hedge  plenty  of  manure  or 
fertilizer,  the  roots  will  stay 
home  where  they  belong.

Through  It  were  three  gate*,  each  about 
three  feet  wide  There  is  no  evidence  a*  to 
how  they  were  constructed. 

Just  Inside  the  wall  was  a vacant  strip 
from  20  ta  30  feet  wide,  entirely  surrounding 
tb*  village.  The  reason  for  this,  it  can  he

WASHINGTON— The  site  of  the  stockaded 
Indian  town  which  was  the  gateway  to  much 
of  the  Interior  of  North  America  during  the 
middle  of  the  17th  century  now  has  been 
almost  completely  uncovered 

It  was  the  Mohawk  village  of  Caughna- 
waga  "At  Ihe  Rapids”- the  "First  Castle" 
of  ihe  Iroquois  weat  of  the  Hudson,  where 
Dutch  and  English  trader*  and  mlaalonarie* 
made  acme  of  their  first  contacts  with  the 
people  of  the  Five  Nations.  It  stood  directly 
In  the  pathway  of  the  fur  trade  with  the 
west.  The  village  Itself  has  not  existed  for 
more  than  250  years. 

Some  years  ago  the  Franciscan  Order 
obtained  title  to  the  land  on  which,  historic 
records  showed,  Ihe  "First  Castle"  stood.  It 
was  the  childhood  home  and  site  of  the
